VICTIM  OF 
THUG 

Unknown  Ruffian  As¬ 
saults  J-  A.  Stirrett — 
Editor  Pluckily  Rejects 
Poem. 

J.  T.  Stirrett.  the  editor  of 
“  Varsity,”  was  the  victim  of  a 
dastardly  outrage  late  last  night. 

While  peacefully  strolling  on 
the  campus  in  front  of  University 
College,  endeavoring  to  manufac¬ 
ture  the  necessary  epigrams  for 
his  next  editorial,  Mr.  Stirrett  was 
suddenly  accosted  by  a  masked 
man.  Looking  round  the  editor 
found  himself  gazing  down  the 
barrel  of  a  six  stanzaed  ballad 
of  heavy  calibre. 

Mr.  Stirrett  kept  his  nerve  and 
asked  his  assailant  what  he  wished. 

”  Give  me  five  columns  of  space 
in  your  next  issue,  or  your  life,” 
growled  the  villain.  True  to 
liia  tenets,  Mr.  Stirrett  refused, 
whereupon  the  ruffian  with  a  mad 
shriek  discharged  two  stanzas  of 
the  ballad  at  the  editor’s  head. 

Though  severely  wounded,  Mr. 
Stirrett  endeavored  to  make  his 
escape.  He  had,  however,  barely 
taggered  three  paces,  when  hiss 
assailant  discharged  the  third 
stanza.  It  took  effect  and  Mr. 
Stirrett  fell  unconscious  on  the 
campus. 

Slugged  With  Epic 

Seeing  him  helpless  at  his  feet, 
the  ruffian  treated  the  unfortunate 
man  with  the  greatest  brutality. 
He  discharged  the  remaining 
three  stanzas  of  the  ballad  into 
Mr.  Stirrett’s  body,  and  endea¬ 
voured  to  complete  his  deadly 
work  by  striking  the  editor  with 
an  epic  which  he  had  concealed 
upon  his  person.  Then  hearing 
approaching  footsteps  he  lied. 

Mr.  Stirrett  was  found  lying 
unconsciously  by  W.  P.  Lambert, 
his  personality  editor,  and  was 
conveyed  to  the  Varsity  Office. 
He  was  in  a  precarious  condition, 
but  restoratives  in  the  shape  of  a 
report  of  a  meeting  of  the  Y.M. 
C.A.  having  been  applied,  he 
recovered,  and  is  now  doing  well, 
i  It  is  thought  that  Mr.  Stirrett's 
assailant  was  a  long-haired  aper 
of  genius.  A  posse,  headed  by 
Mr.  J.  R.  McDonald,  is  on  the 
trick  of  the  villain.

PLOT  TO  STORM 
HOUSE  LAID 
RARE 

Disgruntled  at  Lack  of 
Representation  —  Suf¬ 
fragettes  Plan  Outrage 

Consternation  was  created  at 
the  meeting  of  the  Cabinet  yester¬ 
day  by  the  disclosure  of  a  deep 
laid  plot  on  the  part  of  the  Uni¬ 
versity  women  suffragists,  to  i 
break  up  the  proceedings  of  the 
house  to-day. 

The  existence  of  the  plot  was  ! 
revealed  by  a  lady  of  high  position 
whose  name  has  not  been  made 
public,  but  whose  identity  may 
be  shrewdly  guessed.  It  appears 
that  the  cause  of  the  dissatis-  ' 
faction  on  the  part  of  the  women  I 
is  the  refusal  of  the  Government 
to  recognize  the  precedent  estab¬ 
lished  last  year  and  to  allow  them 
representation. 

It  is  reported  that  secret  meet-  , 
ings  have  been  held  at  Queen's 
Hall,  at  which  inflammatory  I 
speeches  were  made  by  women  | 
agitators  and  a  plot  hatched. 

It  was  first  planned  to  storm  | 
the  legislative  chamber  with 
umbrellas,  hat  pins  and  bombs  of  i 
toilet  powder.  As  tin's,  however,  I 
would  have  occasioned  great  loss  ! 
of  life  among  those  present  at  the  I 
session,  and  as  many  of  the  ladies  | 
knew  that  those  near  and  dear  to 
them  would  be  present  at  the  j 
opening,  such  extreme  measures 
did  not  meet  with  favor  from  all 
the  conspirators. 

More  peaceful  counsel  therefore 
prevailed.  It  was  decided  that  a 
hand  of  the  most  dangerous  of  the 
agitators  should  occupy  front 
seats  in  the  public  galleries,  from 
which,  on  the  opening  of  the  first 
session,  and  that  from  this  point 
of  vantage,  they  should  on  the 
opening  of  the  session,  have  a 
volley  of  glances  and  smiles.  By 
this  means  it  was  hoped  that  the 
members  would  be  demoralized 
and  the  business  of  the  govern¬ 
ment  completely  suspended.

Leniency  of  Librarian 
Proves  Fatal  to  Un¬ 
known  Student. 

*•1  should  have  liked  to  live 
now,  but  it  is  too  late.” 

With  these  words  upon  his 
lips, — the  last  he  ever  uttered, — - 
an  unknown  youth  dropped  dead 
at  the  Library  counter  a  few 
minutes  after  ten  o’clock  this 
morning.

He  was  pale  and  nervous,  and  the 
sharp  intake  of  his  breath  could 
he  heard  several  yards  away.  In 
his  right  hand  he  held  a  quarter. 
He  seemed  to  have  a  premonition 
of  his  fate  When  the  official  smiled 
genially  at  him  and  reached  for 
the  book.  The  unhappy  man 
started  in  astonishment  when  his 
book  was  returned  to  the 
without  the  customary — 

“  You’ll  have  to  see - ” 

The  words  were  not  forthcom¬ 
ing  and  with  a  muffled  cry  the 
youth  dropped  to  the  floor. 

Late  this  afternoon  he  had  not 
been  identified.

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EPOCH  MAKING 
JOURNALISM 

The  present  is  a  time  of  epoch 
making  changes  in  the  history  of 
journalism.  Following  the  an¬ 
nouncement  of  the  sale  of  the 
London  “  Times,"  regarded  for  a 
century  past  as  the  leading  news¬ 
paper  of  Europe,  comes  the  change 
I  n  the  management  of  '*  Varsity,” 
its  equally  great  and  influential 
Canadian  contemporary. 

In  each  case  the  change  is 
fraught  with  the  deepest  signi¬ 
ficance.  The  London  ‘‘Times’’ 
has  for  the  last  ten  years  success¬ 
fully  withstood  the  modern  move¬ 
ments  in  the  realm  of  newspaper 
work,  and  has  remained  a  model 
of  the  journalistic  ideals  of  the 
past, — staid,  solemn,  ponderous. 
The  frivolities  in  which  the 
modern  newspaper  delights  have 
never  found  a  place  within  its  for¬ 
midable  columns. 

The  fall  of  this  stronghold  of 
conservatism  and  retrogression 
has  occasioned  the  greatest  regret 
among  those  to  whom  the  slow¬ 
ness  and  ponderosity  of  the  past 
*??rr*dr-Aer'  than  the  rash  and  shal¬ 
lowness  of  the  present.  To  these 
it  will  give  the  greatest  satisfaction 
to  learn  that  what  ground  has 
been  lost  in  England,  has  been 
gained  in  Canada. 

The  “  Varsity,”  which  under 
the  last  six  editors  had  come  under 
the  influence  of  the  modern  move¬ 
ment  in  journalism,  has  been 
rescued  for  retrogression  by  the 
present  occupant  of  the  editorial 
chair. 

In  the  past  the  persistent 
levity,  the  frequent  indecorum 
©f  “Varsity”  has  often  outraged 
the  sensibilities  of  its  grave  and 
sober  readers  ;  as  witness  the 
scandals  of  Editor  Barber’s  time. 
It’s  chief  object  has  been  to 
amuse. 

The  new  editor  has  changed  all 
this.  Following  the  policy  of  the 
“  Times,”  no  suspicion  of  frivo¬ 
lity,  of  trifling  or  of  original  wit 
will  be  permitted  to  contaminate 
its  columns.  Moreover,  the  scope 
of  the  paper  will  be  much  enlarged. 

In  the  past  editors  have  seen  fit 
to  confine  themselves  to  the  dis¬ 
cussion  of  matters  concerning  the 
University  only.  In  the  future 
subjects  of  a  far  wider  interest 
will  be  dealt  with. 

For  the  better  instruction  of  the 
readers,  special  writers  have  been 
engaged  to  contribute  articles  on 
national  questions  and  a  forecast 
of  what  may  be  expected  has  al¬ 
ready  been  given  by  the  appearanc 
of  strikingly  original  dissertations 
Oriental  Immigration  and  the  on  ! 
Canadian  Spirit. 

A  system  of  newsgathering  has 
furthermore  been  perfected  which 
will  ensure  the  appearance  of 
nothing  but  news,  well  attested 
and  seasoned  for  from  two  months 
to  a  week.  The  editor  has  also 
given  notice  that  one  column  is  in 
future  to  be  regarded  as  the  limit 

for  all  articles, - this  rule  of 

course  not  applying  to  editorials. 

In  fine,  the  new  management 
i  s  to  be  congratulated  on  having 


taken  so  firm  a  stand  against 
modern  degenerate  tendencies, 
having  redeemed  to  Canada  a 
paper  which  shall  be  representa¬ 
tive  of  all  that  is  staid  and  behind¬ 
hand  In  journalism,— of  the  ideals 
of  the  newspapers  of  the  villages 
and  small  towns  of  Ontario.

CURRELLI  MAKES 
FIND  IN 
TOMB 

Famous  Toronto  Egypt¬ 
ologist  Unearths  An¬ 
cient  Papyrus. 

London,  Jan,  31.— Word  lias 
been  received  here  from  Cairo  of  a 
wonderful  discovery  made  by 
Professor  Currelli.  who  is  now  en¬ 
gaged  in  Egypt  in  archaeological 
research  for  the  University  of 
Toronto.  Professor  Currelli  has 
brought  to  light  a  papyrus,  the 
finding  of  which  is  looked  upon  by 
archaeologists  as  an  event  in  im¬ 
portance  second  only  to  the  dis¬ 
covery  of  the  Rosetta  Stone. 
The  papyrus  was  found  in  a 
tomb  of  Mau-Rees  Uht-Ou,  a  king 
of  the  III.  Dynasty.  Translated 
It  reads  as  follows  : 

Mau-Rees  Ulit-On.  son  of  Ra, 
beloved  of  Osiris  and  Isis,  reigned 
in  the  land  of  Khem  and  wore 
the  crowns  of  the  Upper  and 
Lower  land.  1  And  there  was  a 
certain  youth  of  the  King’s  House¬ 
hold,  by  name  G’il-il-And,  and 
this  G'il-il-And  was  desirous  of 
knowledge  and  sought  after  such 
t ,i  mgsas  the  priests  do  know,  con¬ 
cerning  mathematics,  and  all  that 
appertaineth  thereto.  H  Or  at 
least  such  as  he  could  with  com¬ 
fort  come  by.  1  Now  G’il-il-And 
feasted  not  with  them  of  the 
King's  household,  but  he  ate  in 
the  hall  of  oneTimieli.  1  And  this 
Timieli  had  a  certain  handmaiden, 
a  hashlinger*  t.  Fair  was  she  as 
the  lotos  blossom  on  the  bosom 
of  the  Nile.

TRUTH  SEEKER 
FINISHES  IN 
COURT 

Well  Known  University 
Men  Appear  on  Serious 
Charges. 

The  Police  Court  was  crowded 
at  the  opening  of  the  session  this 
morning,  the  charges  against 
men  well  known  in  the  highest 
walks  of  University  life  having 
drawn  a  large  number  of  curious 
spectators. 

The  first  to  come  up  before  the 
magistrate  was  Angus  Dewar, 
charged  with  having  been  seen  at 
the  Star  Theatre.  Mr.  Dewar 
pleaded  guilty,  but  begged  for 
mercy  on  the  grounds  that  he  had 
attended  the  performance  solely 
in  the  interest  of  the  Society  for 
the  Suppression  of  Vice,  his  pur¬ 
pose  having  been  to  give  a  series 
of  lectures  on  what  he  saw. 

The  magistrate  stated  that  he 
could  accept  no  excuse  for  what 
he  took  to  be  the  prisoner’s  mor¬ 
bid  curiosity.  He  sentenced  the 
Prisoner  to  30  days  abstinence 
frbm  all  conversation  with  ladies. 

IT.  G.  Allen,  president  of  the  I 
class  of  ’09  was  then  called, 
charged  with  having  been  guilty  I 
of  disorderly  conduct.  Witnesses  I 
deposed  to  having  seen  prisoner  | 
in  conversation  with  a  man  in  the  I 
Rotunda.  He  appeared  to  be 
agitated,  and  suddenly  running  i 
his  fingers  through  his  hair,  said,  | 

‘  Durn  it  all.” 

Prisoner  pleaded  guilty,  but 
asked  that  he  be  allowed  to  go  | 
free  this  time,  promising  never  to  | 
he  guilty  of  such  behaviour  again. 
The  magistrate,  after  giving  the 
prisoner  a  severe  calling  down, 
allowed  him  to  go  on  suspended 
sentence,  this  being  a  first,  offence. 

With  the  most  serious  case  of  all 
that  for  lese  majeste,  against  Mr. 

H.  Turner,  the  magistrate  refused 
to  deal.  The  prisoner  was  accused 
of  having  written  a  Limerick  on 
President  Falconer,  and  this  the 
magistrate  remarked,  was  so 
serious  a  charge  that  he  would 
have  to  refer  it  to  the  Court  of  the  . . 
Superintendent  of  Buildings  and 
Grounds.  Mr.  Turner  proffered 
30c.  bail,  but  it  was  refused. 

W.  J.  Hocking  was  charged 
with  attempted  mashing  in  the 
Hall.  The  prisoner  denied  the 
accusation  with  tears,  and  as  the 
complainant  failed  to  appear,  th 
case  was  dismissed.

DEVICE  LIMITS 
TELEPHONE 
TALKS 

Wonderful  Piece  of  Auto¬ 
matic  Machinery  for 
the  Union. 

Steps  are  being  taken  by  the 
management  of  the  Undergradu¬ 
ate  Union  for  the  installation  of  a 
piece  of  mechanism  which  will  fill 
a  want  long  felt  by  the  habitues  of 
the  institution. 

The  device  is  nothing  less  than 
an  Automatic  Telephone  Conver¬ 
sation  Limiter,  an  invention  lately 
perfected  by  JJr.  Thomas  Edison, 
working  in  collaboration  with  Mr. 
Jack  Gardiner  of  University 
College. 

The  piece  of  mechanism,  as  its 
name  implies  is  designed  to  secure 
the  limitation  of  conversation 
over  the  telephone  to  a  reasonable 
length,  and  to  circumvent  the  man 
who  babbles  inanely  for  hours  on 
end,  while  scores  of  eager  candi¬ 
dates  for  the  cabinet,  tear  their 
hair  outside. 

Much  inconvenience  has  been 
caused  at  the  Union  by  these  long 
distance  talkers  in  ttie  past.  The 
device  will  put  an  end  to  this. 

The  mechanism  works  by  clock 
work.  Three  hours  from  the  time 
of  the  taking  down  of  the  receiver, 
a  small  bell  rings.  If  the  talker 
takes  no  notice  of  this,  the  con¬ 
nections  are  automatically  shut 
off  five  minutes  later,  and  at  the 
same  moment  a  large  cast-iron 
boot  is  projected  with  great  force 
from  the  rear  of  the  cabinet,  the 
boot  being  so  adjusted  as  to  catcii 
the  talker  in  a  spot  where  it  will 
hurt,  but  do  no  serious  injury. 

If  the  speaker  persists  in  re¬ 
maining  in  the  cabinet  even  after 


this,  the  floor  which  is  hinged  and  1 
works  on  a  powerful  spring,  is  re¬ 
leased,  throwing  the  occupant  of 
the  cabinet  out  of  the  door  with 
considerable  violence.  At  the 
same  time  the  words  "Don’t  let 
this  man  ever  use  your  phone.’’ 
are  indelibly  stamped  on  his  fore¬ 
head. 

The  first  demonstration  of  the 
new  device  will  take  place  on  Feb. 
30.  Mr.  Walter  Curran,  who 
holds  the  record  for  long-distance 
talking  will  occupy  the  cabinet. 
The  public  are  invited  to  be  pre¬ 
sent.
